Friday, January 23, may

The members 
of the Oakland - Kenwood 
property Owners Association 
set out to make a new name 
for themselves, for Chicago, 
and for the nation. 

They did away with the ra- 
cial covenant which protected 
their neighborhood from what 
they thought threatened them 
—Negroes and other minori- 
ties. They set out to protect 
themselves and Negroes from 
what really threatened both 
of them—the bad use of prop- 
erty, overcrowding, and ex- 
ploitation.

race restrictive covenants pre- | 
pared by Herman Long and| 


Charles Johnson of Fisk Uni- 
versity at Nashville and pub- 
lished in a small volume called 
Property vs. People. Long and 
Johnson are both connected 
with the race relations depart- 
ment at Fisk. 

The report tells of the white 
man’s effort to “protect” his 


property by keeping Negroes | 


out of his neighborhood. The 
effort began in the 20’s when 


Negroes in large numbers set- | 


tled in Northern cities. It has 
been protected by “law,” and 
upheld by the courts. It has 
created ghettos and slums and 


driven the Life of God out of | 


men’s souls. 

Chicago has had more than 
its share of “covenanted” 
property. 
fourth of the area south of 
Roosevelt Road has been re- 
stricted from use by Negroes. 

Meanwhile within the re- 
stricted area 
has led to overuse of the prop- 
erty and to rapid deteriora- 
tion. Negroes as a race have, 
in turn, been blamed for what 
overcrowding and restrictive 
covenants have caused, 

First Real Test 

For the first time the Su- 

preme Court is being asked to 


judge restrictive covenants in | 


the broader sense. The justices 
have already heard the argu- 
ments on both sides. Their de- 
cision may take months. That 
it is a momentous one is evi- 
denced from the fact that 
three of them (Rutledge, Jack- 
son and Reed) have disquali-

Regional Colleges 
Charted for South 


The governors of nine 
southern states have signed a 
compact that would establish 
a geographical district with 
cooperatively owned and 
operated regional schools to; 
provide higher education for | 
whites and Negroes. 

This compact is the result | 
of the recent ruling of the; 


Supreme Court thate states; 
must provide equal educa- 
tional facilities for Negroes 
or admit them to whatever in- 
stitutions are already estab- 
lished. The southern states 
are unable financially to pro- 
vide higher educational facili- 
ties within their borders. This 
plan for regional schools is to 
all appearances a very pro- 
gressive step for the South. 
But it is their evasion of ad- 
mitting Negro students to 
their existing institutions, and 
the plan will only perpetuate 
the Jim Crow tradition of 
segregation. One wonders if 
more book-learning is quite as 
important as a bit of soul- 
learning on how to live by a 
Christ compact.

IV. Passiontide 
And Kaster

ASSIONTIDE is the third 
part of the preparation 


'for the great solemnity of 


Easter, the feast of new life. It 
begins on Passion Sunday and 
includes Passion Week and 
Holy Week, the last three days 
of which are called the Sacred 
Three Days (Triduum). The 
penance and prayer which we 
began in Septuagesima and 
increased in Lent should now 
take on a little intensification 
as the liturgy brings us closer 
and closer to the celebration 
of the passion and death of 
our Lord. All of our offering 
in this season is out of our 
abundance, generously and 
joyfully added to the ordinary 
discipline of the Christian life, 
that we may be spiritually 
_| purified when we come to cel- 
ebrate Easter. For as Christ 
came into a new and glorified 
life at His Resurrection, we 
are to become more and more 
the “partakers of His divini- 
ty,” by growth in the super- 
natural life, each time we pre- 
pare for and celebrate the ex- 
ultant feast of His Resurrec- 
tion. 

In the Passion Week liturgy 
we see Christ persecuted by 
His enemies, His teachings 
subjected to their biased scru- 
tiny. And Holy Week shows 
us the deadly effectiveness of 
evil, with its twisted and 
twisting values, that can 
achieve a seeming material 
victory over the good. Yet it 
is not a real victory—it is no 
victory at all. Only sin is true 
death. And that death is over- 
come in Christ immolated for 
sin, covered—even disguised— 
with sin: our sins, yours and 
mine, those of our friends and 
enemies, today’s and yester- 
day’s, repented and unrepent- 
ed, the sins of all ages. In the 
Mystical Body (Christ con- 
tinued into the present), our 
penances in preparation for 
Easter have united us with 
Christ in His immolation for 
all those sins. We have shared 
the lot of all penitents (our- 
selves included), and our mor- 
tifications have helped bear 
their burden of reform, their 
trials and struggles to atone 
for and avoid sin. For we are 
all one family, bearing one an- 
other’s burdens with Christ 
our Head.

the problem will be settled is through Love—through Love 
of Christ which will lead us to love all men as our Brothers

And it is because Friendship House News is dedicated to 
Interracial Justice and to the spreading of the Doctrine of 
the Mystical Body of Christ that it is important for us to try 
to build its circulation to a point where it will be effective 
in combating the evils of prejudice. 

It is important to have a paper like Friendship House News 
to confront the sceptic and confound the critic and give the 
lie to their assertion that the Catholic Church is not interested 
in the Negro or the working man. Every copy of Friendship 
House News that is circulated is a silent missioner spreading 
the teachings of the Catholic Church on the doctrines of In- 
terracial and Social Justice. 

Many of our workers who have come to Friendship House 
have come to us because they first heard of our work through 
a chance reading of the paper. And we know that there are 
thousands more who would be interested in dedicating their 
lives to Christ if they: only knew how to go about it. And 
it is to reach these people that we are asking all of our read- 
ers to join us in trying to increase the circulation of Friend- 
ship House News. 

At this point I would like to make a plea for The Street 
Apostolate. The Street Apostolate is a phrase that we have 
coined to cover the selling and distribution of papers at meet- 
ings, rallies and on street corners. It also involves the distribu- 
tion of papers on trains, subways, busses, etc., and the leav- 
ing of copies of Friendship House News in waiting rooms and 
wherever people congregate. 

The Street Apostolate, I firmly believe, can be one of the 
most effective and fruitful forms of Catholic Action that we 
can engage in. It gives the greatest results for the little time 
that is expended in spreading Catholic literature, for as I 
said before: each paper that reaches the hands of a non- 
Catholic acts as a missioner—a paper bearing its message of 
Catholic truth to places where a priest would not be welcome. 

The benefits resulting from the Street Apostolate are two- 
fold: to the distributor as well as to the public whom he 
reaches. 

[t is beneficial to the distributor, because every moment he 
spends in distributing Catholic literature he is bearing testi- 
mony to the Catholic Faith. And the distributor may take 
comfort in the words of Christ who promised us, that if we 
give testimony of Him before men, that He will not forget us 
on that last dreadful day, when we appear before His Father 
to be judged. 

It is beneficial to the public in more ways than we can 
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the Church—just as they are 
drawn in by missionaries in 
foreign countries. Until those 
parish groups are formed, 
every Catholic group can or- 
ganize acell now. These cells 
can become a springboard for 
Catholic action. They offer an 
opportunity to the rank and 
file to become informed, ac- 
tive, morally sound men and 
women who can take their

And it is surprising to know how bashful non-Catholics are 
about approaching priests. 

Of course it is hard to take a bundle of papers and stand 
on a street corner for hours at a time, especially when it is 
the first time that one ventures forth. One feels so terribly 
self-conscious, and imagines that he is the center of all eyes. 
But this feeling wears off, and soon one wishes that everyone 
was noticing him. It is a remarkable experience to stand on 
a street corner with a supply of papers and sell them for an 
hour_or two. 

But it is not the amount of papers sold or distributed that 
counts as the thought that perhaps one of the papers sold may 
lead a soul back to Christ.
